Coins will be bought below your bids where other offers permit, as 
this is competitive bidding, executed in good faith. 


Where two or more bids are exactly the same on any lot, or tied, the 
lot is sold to the first bid received at exactly his bid. 


No unlimited bids will be accepted from anyone, at this sale. Mark 
your highest limit or bid on the bid sheet, and we will buy as much 
under this price, as other actual bids permit. Get your bids in before 
the date of sale. Don’t wait until the last minute. Help us with our 
work and we will help you get something. 


The usual charge of 5% will be made for executing your bids. No 
charge is made on anything not actually purchased. Postage and express 
is aid by the purchaser. 


Receipted bills are not sent out after your remittance as this is un- 
necessary. Your check, draft or money order itself is a receipt. However, 
if a 3-cent stamp is enclosed we will send receipt.

CHINESE CHARMS, AMULETS, TALISMANS 


This Chinese Charm Collection is the largest of its kind 
offered at public auction in the last 25 years. It comprises 
the collecting activities of a missionary of more than 40 
years residence in China. The first part comprises the rare 
open-work charms, 21 different specimens. Kainz in his 
“Tempelmuenzen” describes only 6 specimens, Lockhart is 
able to number only 9. All known designs are represented, 
some with century old fine patina. 

The second part of the Charm collection comprises the 
Talisman and coin charms, which show no pierced or open 
fret work. They are, comparatively, more common than 
the open work charms, but their artistic design, unusual pat- 
tern, bizarre shape produce a charm all their own. Until 
rather recently they played an important part in the daily 
life of the Chinese, Their occult powers, magical effects 
produced without doubt the same psychological miracles as 
the mascots do in western civilization.
